If a 
huge national campaign fund is needed to insure 
victory in Congressional district.s, the fight may be 
hopeless. 


A $1,000,000 Congressional campaign fund on a 
national level, in an off-y ear election, may be difficult 
for the minority party to raise. 
Many of the big 
contributors of the past kicked in merely because the 
party was in power, and they wanted favors. Adlal 
Stevenson, the party ’s 19 52 standard hearer, who was 
in the delegation that called on Trum an, say s he’s 
still working to pay off the party ’s existing debts. 


There has alway s been a question to what extent 
national Congressional campaign committees influ­ 
ence elections in Congressional districts, which to a 
large extent are decided by local considerations and 
personalities. A campaign fund of $1,000,000 sounds 
Impressive, but it is merely $2,000 for each Congres­ 
sional candidate, although the bulk of the money 
usually backs candidates who are considered to have 
the best chance to score an upset.

The President po ses with 
a candidate in the 19 54 campaign befo re a pho to g­ 
rapher. 
The candidate Is then free to ex hibit the 
pho to graph as a tacit endo rsement o f himself by 
President Elsenho wer. It is then to be assumed that 
tho se who are no t so pho to graphed are no t endo rsed 
by the President. If tho se no t tn a Jo int pho to graph 
• re elected and tho se who are so pho to graphed are 
defeated, what is the po litical sUtus o f the President? 


Whoever evolved thi.s formula m ust be a novice in 
politics. Senators and Representatives are elected on a 
basis of local interests. They are rarely , if ever, chosen 
In any state on a broad national program . The endorse­ 
m ent by President Eisenhower may be an advantage m 
some places: in others, such an endorsem ent can m ean 
very little. F'or instance, m a state where the F arm ers 
Union prevails politically , an endorsem ent by President 
Eisenhower can be of no greater value than an endorse­ 
m ent by Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson. 
Em anuel Celler, to cite another exam ple, will not be 
defeated in his particular district in Brookly n even if his 
opponent is photographed with President Eisenhower, 
whether such a defeat is justified or not. 
It wUl be 
interesting to see if such a photograph defeats the Veep, 
Alben Barkley , in Kentucky , or if it elects Clifford Case 
In New Jersey . 
In each of thesp situations, local con­ 
ditions and personal equations will determ ine the results. 


The purge Is dangero ua because it adda ano ther 
element to the dlv taio n within the RepubUcan Party . 
The apUt started In the 19 5 2 co nv entio n between the 
Taft and Dewey suppo rters. Elaenho wer was no t a 
facto r in It. as Senato r Ro bert A. Taft esUbliahed 
while he was aliv e. He Jo ined fo rcea with Elaenho wer 
and called upo n his perso nal fo llo wers to pursue the 
same co urse. Taft spent much o f his time and his

I was present at a sm all dinner when Taft appealed 
to six of his personal friends to support Eisenhower and 
his logic was irrefutable. Those who had confidence in 
his judgm ent agreed to abide by his decision. 
As long 
as Taft lived, wounds were being healed; when he died, 
the Taft element lost contact with the White House. They 
were offended by the screening process insisted upon by 
White House and Republican National Committee officials 
who had been their opponents at the convention and w-hom 
they regarded as minions of Tom Dewey whom they 
dislike and distrust. 


None of this had any thing to do with Joe M cCarthy . 
As a m atter of fact. M cCarthy never belonged to the Taft 
elem ent in the Party .

the McCarthy - Stev ens hearing established bey o nd 
do ubt that the principal anti-McCarthy element within 
the Republican Party were tho se mo st clo sely asso ­ 
ciated with Dewey , namely Herbert Bro wnell, Jr., 
William Ro gers, Sherman Adams. Henry Cabo t Lo dge, 
Max Rabb, James Hagerty . Jo e Welch, the humble 
lawy er fro m Bo sto n, was reco mmended by To m 
Dewey . 


No one has been able to do any thing about this schism 
to date although m any have tried, particularly the Vice 
President, R ichard Nixon. 
WhUe originally the quarrel 
arose largely over personalities, today it has become a 
question of control involving the relationships of the 
Executive and the Congress. To this m ust be added a 
contest over the control of the Republican P arty , whether 
it is to be in the hands of those who for 20 y ears stood by 
the Republican P arty or those who were associated with 
the Roosevelt and Trum an Adm inistrations.

G eneral Clark was asked what he 
thought about it. and he replied 
briefly that, if he were a m em ber 
of the Sena4e. he would vote for it. 
Now Mr. Eisenhower at his press 
conference was not told that fact 
nor was he told that a com mittee 
of nine m em bers of *he House of 
Representatives, both Republicans 
and D em ocrats, had just filed a 
report unanimously recom m ending 
that the President convene an in­ 
ternational 
conference 
to 
seek 
agreem ent with our allies on the 
severance of all diplomatic rela­ 
tions and the term ination of all 
trad e with the Communist coun­ 
tries. 
This com m ittee has been

It 
does not spread to other organs 
nor does microscopic study reveal 
the usual fvidence of malignancy .

than the body needs. 
In a norm al person, the white 
blood count rarely exceeds 10,000 
whereas in leuktm ia, the reading

glands in the neck arm^» its and 
groins. Fever and bleeding tenden­ 
cies m ay be present Diagnosis is 
m ade by study ing the blood and 
bone m arrow. 
There appears to be a relation­ 
ship between exposure to X-ray 
and the development of the dis­ 
ease. Studies have revealed that 
among X-ray specialists, the inci­ 
dence is nine tim es as high as in 
phy sicians who do not confine their 
work to this branch of medicine. 
This complication would not be 
applicable to the average citizen 
unless 
an 
atomic 
bomb 
should 
strike. Atomic ray s have the sam e 
effect as X-ray s, judging from stu­ 
dies m ade on survivors of the 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki blasts. 
Heredity also play s a role as 
blood relatives of the victim stand 
a 17 tim es greater chance of ac­ 
quiring the disease than do those 
in the general population. These 
factors will be of little help to the 
reader who wants to know how to 
avoid leukemia, living in the coun­ 
try where the chances of being 
bombed by the new weapons are 
m inimal, and becoming a farm er 
rather than an X-ray specialist.

Enough, Mr. Truman? 


Harry Truman says Congress can be wrested 
from Republican control by the simple process of 
spending a million dollars. He says the Democratic 
Party brass which has been planning for a $475,000 
Congressional campaign fund are pikers. 
Victory 
demands that $1,000,000 be spent, Harry says. And 
the outcome of the 1956 presidential election may 
depend on this year s Congressional outcome, he 
Intimates. 


Truman, never a man to hold back on spending, 
gave party leaders a pep talk when they called on him 
In Missouri. But some of them read an implied admis­ 
sion into his advice that made them feel uneasy. If a 
huge national campaign fund is needed to insure 
victory in Congressional districts, the fight may be 
hopeless. 


A $1,000,000 Congressional campaign fund on a 
national level, in an off-year election, may be difficult 
for the minority party to raise. 
Many of the big 
contributors of the past kicked in merely because the 
party was in power, and they wanted favors. Adlal 
Stevenson, the party's 1952 standard bearer, who was 
in the delegation that called on Truman, says he’s 
still working to pay off the party’s existing debts. 


There has always been a question to what extent 
national Congressional campaign committees influ­ 
ence elections in Congressional districts, which to a 
large extent are decided by local considerations and 
personalities. A campaign fund of $1,000,000 sounds 
impressive, but it is merely $2,000 for each Congres­ 
sional candidate, although the bulk of the money 
usually backs candidates who are considered to have 
the best chance to score an upset.

Franklin D. Roosevelt tried to purge his party of 
Senators and Representatives and, with one exception, he 
failed. 
Roosevelt was at the height of his popularity, 
pretty much the m aster of his party and probably the 
ablest political operator ever to have sat in the White 
House. But he failed when he applied the purge method 
to American politics. 


Now 
President 
Eisenhower has 
undertaken 
a 
process of endorsement which gives the impression of 
being a purge by indirection. The President poses with 
a candidate in the 1954 campaign before a photog­ 
rapher. 
The candidate is then free to exhibit the 
photograph as a tacit endorsement of himself by 
President Elsenhower. It is then to be assumed that 
those who are not so photographed are not endorsed 
by the President. If those not In a Joint photograph 
are elected and those who are so photographed are 
defeated, what Is the political status of the President? 


Whoever evolved this formula must be a novice in 
politics. Senators and Representatives are elected on a 
basis of local interests. They are rarely, if ever, chosen 
in any state on a broad national program . The endorse­ 
m ent by President Eisenhower may be an advantage in 
some places; in others, such an endorsement can m ean 
very little. For instance, in a state where the Farm ers 
Union prevails politically, an endorsem ent by President 
Eisenhower can be of no greater value than an endorse­ 
m ent by Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson. 
Em anuel Ceiler, to cite another example, will not be 
defeated in his particular district in Brooklyn even if his 
opponent is photographed with President Eisenhower, 
whether such a defeat is justified or not. 
It will be 
interesting to see if such a photograph defeats the Veep, 
Alben Barkley, in Kentucky, or if it elects Clifford Case 
in New Jersey. 
In each of thesp situations, local con­ 
ditions and personal equations wifi determ ine the results. 


The purge Is dangerous because It adds another 
element to the division within the Republican Party. 
The aplit started in the 1952 ronvention between tho 
Taft and Dewey supporters. 
Eisenhower was not a 
factor in it, as Senator Robert A. Taft established 
while he was alive. He Joined forces with Eisenhower 
* 
and called upon his personal followers to pursue the 
same course. 
Taft spent murh of his time and his 
waning 
energy 
to 
establish 
unity 
within 
the 
Republican Party. 


I was present at a sm all dinner when Taft appealed 
to six of his personal friends to support Eisenhower and 
his logic was irrefutable. Those who had confidence in 
his judgm ent agreed to abide by his decision. 
As long 
as Taft lived, wounds were being healed; when he died, 
the Taft element lost contact with the White House. They 
were offended by the screening process insisted upon by 
White House and Republican National Committee officials 
who had been their opponents at the convention and whom 
they regarded as minions of Tom Dewey whom they 
dislike and distrust. 


None of this had anything to do with Joe McCarthy. 
As a m atter of fact, McCarthy never belonged to the Taft 
elem ent in the Party. 
In 1948, he had been a Stassen 
m anager; in 1952. he was closer to the Eisenhower than 
the Taft group. 
While Taft and McCarthy were very 
friendly, they had never become close political associates. 


Nevertheless, as the quarrel between the White 
House and McCarthy developed, the Taft element in 
the Party tended to support McCarthy. Again it was 
not so much opposition to Eisenhower as to the so­ 
called Dewey Team in Washington. The testimony at 
the McCarthy - Stevens hearing established beyond 
doubt that the principal anti-McCarthy element within 
the Republican Party were those most closely asso­ 
ciated with Dewey, namely Herbert Brownell, Jr., 
William Rogers, Sherman Adams, Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Max Rabb. James Hagerty. Joe Welch, the humble 
lawyer from 
Boston, was recommended by Tom 
Dewey. 


No one has been able to do anything about this schism 
to date although m any have tried, particularly the Vice 
President, Richard Nixon. 
While originally the quarrel 
arose largely over personalities, today it has become a 
question of control involving the relationships of the 
Executive and the Congress. To this m ust be added a 
contest over the control of the Republican Party, whether 
it is to be in the hands of those who for 20 years stood by 
the Republican P arty or those who were associated with 
the Roosevelt and Trum an Administrations.

White House Press Conferences May Injure GOP 


WASHINGTON — P r e si dential 
press conferences are getting no 
better—in fact, they are doing in­ 
creased harm not only to the Pres­ 
ident and the Republican P arty but 
also to the influence abroad of the 
foreign 
policies 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
Unfortunately much of the dam ­ 
age is done because sometimes 
the President isn't told the full 
story behind the questions fired 
at him. 
Thus this week Mr. Eisenhower 
was asked about recurrent sug­ 
gestions 
that the United States 
sever 
diplomatic 
relations 
with 
Soviet Russia, and he was told 
that the most recent one came 
from General Mark Clark. The 
fact was that the general wfas a 
witness before the Senate Rules 
com mittee on other subjects, and 
Senator Jenner of Indiana, chair­ 
m an. read to him a resolution, in­ 
troduced by himself and Senator 
M cCarran of Nevada, which would 
simply express the sense of the 
Senate that it would be desirable 
for the United States to sever diplo­ 
m atic relations with Soviet Russia 
and 
the 
satellite 
governments. 
General Clark was asked what he 
thought about it, and he replied 
briefly that, if he were a m em ber 
of the Senate, he would vote for it. 
Now Mr. Eisenhower at his press 
conference was not told that fact 
nor was he told that a committee 
of nine m em bers of ‘he House of 
Representatives, both Republicans 
and Dem ocrats, had just filed a 
report unanimously recommending 
that the President convene an in­ 
ternational 
conference 
to 
seek 
agreem ent with our allies on the 
severance of all diplomatic rela­ 
tions and the term ination of ail 
trade with the Communist coun­ 
tries. 
This com m ittee has been 
taking testimony in Europe and 
elsewhere for several months from 
persons of promience who have 
escaped 
from 
the 
Communist 
regim e and who are in a position 
to tell Americans how influential 
such a policy would be in en­ 
couraging the peoples behind the 
Iron Curtain. 
But Mr. Eisenhower, without go­

Most victims of chronic leuke­ 
mia complain of weakness and 
there is enlargem ent of the lymph 
glands in the neck arm pits and 
groins. Fever and bleeding tenden­ 
cies m ay be present Diagnosis is 
m ade by studying the blood and 
bone marrow. 
There appears to be a relation­ 
ship between exposure to X-ray 
and the development of the dis­ 
ease. Studies have revealed that 
among X-ray specialists, the inci­ 
dence is nine tim es as high as in 
physicians who do not confine their 
work to this branch of medicine. 
This complication would not be 
applicable to the average citizen 
unless 
an 
atomic 
bomb 
should 
strike. Atomic rays have the same 
effect as X-rays, judging from stu­ 
dies m ade on survivors of the 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki blasts. 
Heredity also plays a role as 
blood relatives of the victim stand 
a 17 times greater chance of ac­ 
quiring the disease than do those 
in the general population. These 
factors will be of little help to the 
reader who wants to know how to 
avoid leukemia, living in the coun­ 
try where the chances of being 
bombed by the new weapons are 
minimal, and becoming a farm er 
rather than an X-ray specialist. 


Some d a y a cure will be found. 
The newer remedies come close. 


They relieve pain, prolong life, and 
are tremendous morale builders. 
Most of these products inhibit the 
production of white blood cells by 
depressing the 
function 
of 
the 
blood forming organs. 
Triethvlene melamine (TEM) is 
one of the most promising of the 
newer 
adjuncts. 
Other 
treat­ 
ments include X-ray (strange as 
it m ay seem*, nitrogen m ustard, 
folic acid antagonists, ACTH. cor­ 
tisone, and radioactive phosphorus. 
In addition, many sufferers re­ 
quire 
transfusions. 
antibiotics, 
iron, liver, or vitamin B12.
